School Has 
Its troubles

DURHAM, N.C, (AP) - Four 


months after opening its doors, 
an experiment In black separa- 
tist education called Malcolm X 
Liberation University Is beset 
by controversy and pressed for 
funds. But Its founder isn't giv- 
ing up. 


"We're planning now tor an- 


other 
year of operation or 


maybe two more years," says 
Howard Fuller, a 29-year-old 
former social worker. 


"With the kind of institution 


we're trying to develop and the 
kind of reaction It causes, one 
can't get too optimistic and 
think In terms of 10 years or 15 
years," Fuller said In an Inter- 
view. The school was named 
after the militant black leader 
who was slain after he split 
away from the Black Muslim 
movement. 


Fuller opened his unorthodox 


— and unaccredited— university 
last October 
In a 
converted 


warehouse alongside railroad 
tracks in a run-down Negro sec- 
tion on the edge of Durham's 
business district. 


Its aim, he said, would be 


"nation-building." He explained 
that as being preparation of 
Negroes for a separatist society 
which would exist somewhere in 
the vague future In an unspeci- 
fied place, probably Africa. 


About 50 students enrolled for 


training as food scientists, tat- 
lors, 
architects, 
engineers 


teachers, artists, medics, com- 
munications 
technicians, 
lin- 


guists and other specialists "to 
fulfill the needs of a nation," 
Fuller said. 


Exactly what the cla.sst-s at 


the university are like isn't gen- 
erally known because Fuller re- 
fuses lo let outsiders sit in. 


The school offers no degrees 


and members of its faculty are 
not required to bt college grad- 
uates. Some are not. 


Carrying out his stated belief 


that "anything which affects the 
black community affects us," 
Fuller and his aides have head- 
ed delegations of MaicoUn X 
students to racially oriented 
demonstrations in various North 
Carolina cities. 


From the beginning, contro- 


versy swirled around the bright- 
ly painted red, green and black 
building with Us pair of huge 
portraits of Malcolm X on the 
front. 


First, Fuller had to cut his 


plans for a proposed first-year 
budget of half a million dollars 
to $82,000. That was all he could 
raise through grants.

Will Submit 
Constitution 
As Package 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Constitutional Convention Voted 
Friday to submit the proposed 
new constitution to voters as a 
single package, not in parts. 


The action concluded all major 


Work on the charter, Delegates 
will meet again Monday to com- 
plete formalities. Adjournment 
is expected Tuesday. 


The document will be put be- 


fore the voters in the Novem- 
ber 
general election. If ap- 


proved, it would replace the 
c u r r e n t state Constitution, 
adopted in 1674. 


In Friday's session, delegates 


rejected proposals that would 
have called for or allowed sep- 
arate consideration of constitu- 
tional provisions or. usury, mini- 
mum voting age and the right- 
to-work question. 


The proposed constitution's 


usury provision Is the same -< 
the one contained in the 1874 
constitution. It limits interest on 
time payments and loans to 10 
per cent. 


The "rIght-to-work" provision, 


which says that no one can be 
forced to join a union as a con- 
dition of employment, also is 
the same as provided In the 
current constitution. 


However, the current constitu- 


tion sets a legal minimum vot- 
ing age of 21, and while the pro- 
posed new document provides 
the same minimum It also em* 
powers the legislature to change 
the minimum. 


The legislature could lower 


the minumun to 18, but no low- 
er than under the proposed con- 
stitution.

—Defeated a proposal calling 


for consideration of an alterna- 
tive usury provision in the 1972 
•flections. The proposal, bf del- 
egate James Cole of Mulvern, 
would have offered an alterna- 
tive ceiling of 15 per cent.
